can government, aud the treaty whose 
im portant features resemble the old na­ 
tional consensus, including the “ open 
door” proposition, ar- may seem desira­ 
ble. 
In a dispatch received from Penin, 
M inister Gouger expressed the opinion 
that the question of the commercial re­ 
lations of China and foreign powers and 
th a f of indem nity would be the most 
difficult to solve aud most productive of 
delay. 
The Chinese envoys, he said, 
had stated that their government was 
able to guarantee compliance w ith the 
conditions imposed in the prelim inary 
agreem ent. 
Germany may raise the 
question whether the punishm ent of tho 
boxer leaders is sufficiently severe, but 
this is not likely to iuterfere w ith the 
conclusion of the negotiations.

Washington, Jan. 3.—The boose prob­ 
ably will dispose of the reapportionment 
bill this week, although Chairman Bur­ 
ton of the river aud harbor committee 
ta inclined to contest the right of way 
with the census committee. 
The reap­ 
portionment bill, carrying out as it 
a does a constitutional requirmont is a 
m atter of higher privilege than an ap­ 
propriation bill and if Chairman Hop­ 
kins 
insistsit will be given priority. 
Mr. Hopkins, however, may yield if he 
finds that any larger proportion of the 
members will not return from their holi­ 
day vacation in time to vote upon the 
measure this week. 
A very determined 
fight will be made against his bill by 
members of the states which lose repre­ 
sentatives under it aud Mr- Hopkins de­ 
sires a full house when the vote ia 
taken. 
He is confident his measure will carry 
with it full attention. 
The general expectation among sena­ 
tors is that the first few days will be de­ 
voted to consideration of the army reor­ 
ganization bill, but there is some dispo-1 
aition to make an arrangement for a di­ 
vision of time that will permit the con­ 
tinued presentation of the ship subsidy 
bill during a part of each day. 


The Him**-. 
Washington, Jan.3 —When the house 
reassembled today after the holiday 
recess not more than 75 members were 
present. 
It had been arranged before 
the house met that consideration of the 
reapiKirtionmeut bill was to be entered 
upon. 
Immediately after the reading of tho 
Journal Mr. Olmsted of Pennsylvania, 
sprang a surprise by offering as a mat­ 
ter of privilege a resolution reciting al­ 
leged abridgements of the right to vote 
in Louisiana, Mississippi, South Caro­ 
lina aud North Carolina, and instruct­ 
ing the committees on census to inquire 
into the subject aud report the facts to 
the house. 
The reading of the resolution created 
a flurry on the Democratic side. Before 
it had proceeded far, Mr. Richardson of 
Tennessee, the minority leader, jumped 
to his feet and interrupted the reading 
to ask whether the resolution required 
unanimous consent. 
“It does not,” replied the speaker, “it 
is offered as a matter of privilege,” 
“ I make the point that the resolution 
does not constitute a matter of privi­ 
lege,” said Richardson. 
“ The reading has not proceeded far 
enough to determine that point,” re­ 
sponded the speaker. 
Mr. Richardson took his seat, but be-§ 
fore the clerk could proceed,Underwood 
of Alabama was on his feet. 
“I make the point there is no quorum 
present,” said he. 
The speaker glanced about the house 
and evidently saw there was no quorum 
present. 
~ “ The chair will count,” he said. 
The house was counted and when the 
speaker announced 141 present, not a 
quorum, Mr. Underwood immediately 
moved an adjournment. 
A yea and nay 
vote was demanded and obtained on 
his motion. 
During the roll call there 
were hurried consultations on both sides 
of the house. 
The motion to adjourn was lost, ayes, 
68; noes, 95; present, but not voting, 14; 
noted present, 3. 
The speaker included 
himself in order to make up the quorum. 
The speaker then held the Olmsted 
resolution was privileged. 
The minor­ 
ity raised the question of consideration 
again, which forced another roll call. 
The vote to consider the Olmsted reso­ 
lution was 81 to 83, aud 5 present but 
not voting; no quorum, and another roll 
call was ordered.

W ashington, Jan. 8.—Army officers 
are discussing the proposition for a colo­ 
nial army. 
"The proposition for a colo­ 
nial arm y,” said Lieutenant General 
Miles, "if developed properly, would 
seem to have advantages. 
The idea is 
not an entirely new one as our present 
volunteer force of 35,000 men was en­ 
listed exclusively for service in the Phil 
ippines aud the pending arm y reorgani­ 
sation bill provides for an increase in 
the arm y, at the president’s direction to 
meet the present emergency in those 
islands or any other incidout th at may 
arise. 
It seems however, that the trouble In 
the Philippines is not of a temporary 
character as had been predicted. 
In 
view of this it m ight be well to model an 
arm y somewhat after England’s Indian 
arm y where the natives of India are en­ 
listed and made to do excellent polioe 
and campaign work. 
A djutant General Corbin pointed out 
th at the suggestions for a colonial army 
are in line with the policy which will 
be observed by the war departm ent. "A 
m an,” said General Corbin, “ was en­ 
listed for service in any part of the 
country or our dependencies as we select. 
If he desires to serve in the Philippines 
ho will be enlisted for a regim ent serv­ 
ing there; if for Cuba, for a regim ent 
serving in Calm; if for New York har­ 
bor, for a regim ent serving at Govern­ 
o r’s Island or Fort Hamilton. 
“ The departm ent will be glad to dis­ 
charge an enlisted man aftor his enlist­ 
m ent has expired in the Philippines if 
he so wishes and in order that he may 
be in a position financially to engage iii 
business will pay to him the sum which 
would be rt quired to defray his trans­ 
portation aud mess expenses to the 
U nited States. Arizona aud New Mexico 
were settled by raeu discharged from 
the arm y in those territories after their 
enlistm ents had expired.”
